PROTECTION OF 
TENANTS. 


’ ‘The large proportion of resid- 
ents in this Colony who pay rent 
for their dwellings will rejoice at 
the news that the Government 
intends renewing the Rents 
Ordinance fora further period’of 
one year from the end of June 
next. In their joy at learning of 
this extended protection “they 
will- not forget to be grateful to 
the administrators who thus con- 
tinue to exhibit their concern for 
the people’s welfare. We take it 
that there merely remains the 
matter of deciding what precise 
form the renewed Ordinance— 
with its sdveral amendments—is 
to assume. There can be no 
prospect of the Legislative Coun- 
cil turning down o measure 
lwhich has the endorsement of 
the Government and the majority 
of Unofficials, besides meeting 
the bare requirements. of 2 
population which contemplates 
the ‘eventual removal of protec- 
Hon with utter dread., Apparent- 
ly the Government desires to 
give further careful consitere- 
tion to the recommendations of 
tHe Housing Commission, and in 
the meantime, while no remedy 
for the house shortage is at hand, 
the only course is to give tenants 
another year's grace. 


As the, months go by, we ex- 
pect we shall observe various 
remedial measures coming into 
being, such as fhe forty-years 
lease scheme. and perhaps by 
dune of 1925 there will be less 
fear of the wage-earning public 
being exploited by landlords. 
That, however, is a matter which 
the future will hava ta decidé. 
There seems, at the present stage 
of affairs, fo -be but little hope of 
the more urgent housing problems 
being solved within the’ next 
sizteen' months. There is much 
to be decided, and then a great 
deal to be done, before tenants 
can feel really secure from rack- 
renters. Nevertheless, it is a 
great comfort to know that in 
our present Government we have 
an administration which places 
the public welfare before any- 
thing else. However much one. 
might. criticise the authorities 
for inexplicable delays, the fact 
has. to ba admitted. that they 
are always. ready. to lend a. 
jeympathetic ear to the com- 
plaints of the populace,. and! 
spare no effort’to remedy. just 
grievances. In out. Governor
